AN IMPORTANT INVENTION FOR 
FARMERS GENERALLY. 


A Means by Which the Washing of Land May be 
Prevented — Sabbath-School Celebration at 
Pleasant Grove Church—A Sun of an Ex- 
Governor — Troup’s Advantages.

Lovetacke, Trour Covnty, August 11.—The 
inventor of the field level referred to in my 
last letter is Mr. James Daniel. I desire to 
er you some further facts in regard to Mr. 

niel’s invention, believing’ it will be of in- 
terestand benefit to farmers generally. A 
farmer whose land is not perfectly level wil 
find this invention indispensable in protecting 
his land and preventing its washing. For 
instance, in running cotton or corn rows 
around a hillside, to prevent it from washing 
the row must be upon a level all the way 
Tound,:.or the water after a rain - will 
run down or between the rows, washing away 
the soil, whereas when ona perfect level the 
water wil] flow over trom one to the other, 
thus protecting the land and preventing its 
washing. Terracing land will be of no bene- 
fit unless the terrace is p@rfectly level; the 
more inclined the land the closer they should 
ve together. With Mr. Daniels’s invention 
there is no trouble in getting terraces perfect- 
ly level. This invention consists of an iron 
tube about ten feet lorg that rests upon a 
pivot in center of the tube, so that it can be 
turned around in any direction. Upon each 
end of this tube is a glass globe and the tube 
filled with wate”, When this is on a levelthe 
water isas high in one globe as the other. 
One man with this instrument can 
indicate to another who holds 
a staff, the place where to 
mark the ground for the terrace to run, and 
without moving the instrument a terrace, in 
this way, can be run for three hundred yards, 
and will be found to be perfectly level. The 
invention is durable and simple, and will 
commend itself to any farmer, when he once 
sees it. Mr. Daniel is preparing to manufac 
ture them extensively, and expects to have 
quite ademand for them. If farmers bad 
had the use of this invention and used it 
twenty or thirty years ago, there would not 
have been so many old red hills in Georgia as 
we now see:

After 
dinner the crowd again assembled to hear an 
address from Judge Bigham, of LaGranze, 
who, foran hour, spoke efoquently for the 
Sabbath-schopl cause, followed by © other 
speakers, after which the crowd dispersed, all 
having spent a pleasant day.

The Irwinton Mark:men on a Bird Hunting Expedi- 
tion—ihe Result of a Day Among the Doves— 
A Boy Winged by Mistake-—Onthe Trail 
ef the Fiying Deer, Etc., B.c. 


From the Irwington Southerner. 

On last Saturday afternoon, Messrs. Dr. J. 
S. Wood, Mayor I. Il. Fountain and John T. 
Hughs gave one of their grand exhibitions of 
markmanship at the Mrs. Waters’s fields, six 
miles from town. ‘Just before reaching our 
destination, and in front of Uncle Pete 
Youngblood’s house, a cloud rushed upon us 
and the rain began to pourdown. We cast 
anchor and was received with open arms 
by Uncle P., who gave shelter to guns and 
ammunition, and entertained the bird hunters 
in hospitable style, until the rain ceased and 
the heavens, had become clear again, 
when, after another short drive, we ar- 
rived at the field of action. Dr. W. 
spotted his stand before we entered the field, 
and at once*clambered over the fence and 
made forit. Healso had the honor of kill- 
ing the first bird. The.doctor wounded his 
doveship, and the 8S. and A. man ran it down 
as 15 would bop and fly through various corn 
rows in an adjoining field. Soon after this 
introduction, however, the sportsmen took 
their respective positions in the field.and 
came down to business, and ere long the Par- 
ker rifles were belching forth the deadly mis- 
siles into the ranks (single file) of the feath- 
ered family. Beverly Wood was also a par- 
ticipant in the exercises, and as he and Mr. 
Hughs had gone intoadistant part of the 
field, and as Dr, W. had the assistance of two 
“bird collectors,” and Major F. none, we 
weet with him as assistant “‘watcher and 
snatcher’ in the low grounds among the 
high pines, where the birds flew high and 
fast. According tu our knowiedge of the mat- 
ter, Mr. Fountain did some fine shooting, 
bringing the birds down from a remarkable 
‘height, and throughout the entire evening 
did not shoot at but one ‘‘stationary bird.” 
Dr. Wood’s powder was a little damp and con- 
sequently failed to shoo. as accurately as is 
his usual custom, Mr.§ Hughson the occasion 
eclipsed all his former efforts, while Beverly 
Wood, considering that it was his trial trip, 
and that he used a muzzle leader, did remark- 
ably well.

THE GEORGIA RAILROAD LEASE. 

The death of Colonel Wadley brings up the 
question of the Georgia railroad lease. The 
road was leased to Colonel Wadley, and his 
interest in the lease was subsequently trans- 
ferred to the Central] and the Louisville and 
Nashville. Colonel Wadley and the Georgia 
railroad filed a bill of injunction 
asking that the railroad con.mission 
of Georgia be restrained for regulating their 
freight and passenger tariffs. The case was 
argued before Jr°~e Simmons, who refused 
the injunction ou eae ground that Wadley 
having sold out had no interest at stake. The 
case goes to the supreme court. It is held 
by some. that the lease is void because 
the Georgia road cannot be leased to a road 
where competition would be lessened, It is 
an interesting case, which bas been written 
up fully heretofore. It is proper to refer to it 
though in order to state that the death of 
Colonel Wadley in no way effects the case, 
and that the question will come up and be 
decided by the supreme court the same as 
Cuionel Wadley had lived.

The main question in southern politics is the 
race issue aud the only true policy of the 
southern statesmen is to divide the negro 
vote. They are now voters and we have got to 
keep then: as voters. It is bad policy to array 
them all on one side as against the white 
men, ‘The fact is recognized by many gentle- 
men of well known ability that both the 
‘democratic party andthe republican party 
have out-lived their usefulness. The issues 
that once divided them are no longer issues. 
It is now a question between them as 
to which of the two shall hold the offices, A 
solid negro vote on one side necessarily tends 
to make a solid south, and a solid south 
means a solid opposition from the north and 
west: therefore, all these things make a new 
party absolutely essential, in fact inevitable. 
This was recognized by the now stricken Sen- 
ator Hill, who stated as far back as two years 
ago that there ought to be another and anew 
party; and that both the democratic and the 
republican parties were corrupt. There is 


| already an organization of the liberal party 


in North Carolina anJj in New York. ‘There 
are hundreds of men in Georgia who would 
vote with a new party, 1f it was = re- 
spectable The republican party. is not 
respectable. What we want in a 
new party is a free clection, a fair count, 
public scheols, public improvements and an 
honest administration of the state's aflairs.”’ 
‘But the convention,’ urged the Bohe- 
mian, ‘‘what isthe convention going to do?” 

“Tecan hardly say whatthe convention will 
do more than to adopt a platform and pre- 
pare for an organization over the state. if a 
full ticket is put out, I shall advocate it if I 
amin control of the Post Appeal.”
